The an- 
thoritiee have taken a stand and are de 
tennined to put duwn the rioters at any 
cost now. Tills policy has thrown the 
lawbnakm imo • itata of damonUlia- 
tion. 

Alter the shiritt's ptjsHe cuiit luile ! the 
engagoiiieiit with the iiiuh which mur- 
dered Clin t Kiij^incer PaddcK k and laiid- 
ei\ the leadorn and over KXt Hti ikers in 
the county jail, every tlung iniit ti'd down 
iimnetliately and the rt'iKtrts Irom every 
point in the ivjii oil whow that the law- 
less hordes have been generally sub- 
jngated. 

Small outbreaks occurred at several 

?)laosi early yesterday morning, bat as 
he day advanced the striKsrs lost 
courage, and the mobs which caniiwd 
out the previons night, intending to 
make raids at every working plain at 
daybreak, commenced to diminish in 
size and by the time that half the rout ■ 
of aach mob was covered, the forces 
were almost completely disbanded. 

Thus commenced the beginning of the 
end of what was intended to be the 
greatest strike of coal miners and coke 
workers in the historv of the country. 

The strikers elec ttd a new leader at a 
delegate convention at Scottdale yester- 
day named Alex Markey, who takes the 
place of President L. K. Davis, who is 
now behind the barn here under the 
diarge of murder. The strikers are still 
mal ppg threats of breaking into jail here 
and aeiting those imprisoned tree. 

The reports Uiat Bheriil Wilbelm had 
given np and aiq;>Ued to Governor Patti- 
•on for tioops to joeserve the peace and 
protect the lives and property of the 
workmen who want to work, and the 
coke operators who want to give them 
emplojnnent, is nntme. Shtffiff Wil- 
helm was on the point of oalling on the 
, state Mithoritiee for militarr Md when 
the mob killed Engineer Paddock at 
Davidson, bnt cono.oded not to do so, 
after oonsolting with hia attorney. 

The tnming point came after the bat- 
tle between uie posse and the mob at 
BroUdford, and the sheriiT found it un- 
nacassary then to apply for military sap- 
pott. 

IhtQCRnmanity was startled Iqr a re- 
pott yetlerday aftemooo that the dead 
DOdki of eight Hungarians had been 
foond in the woods near Dawson. This 
report has not as yet been verified, and 
Coroner Batton says that the reports he 
has received trom his deputies do not in- 
dicate the truth > >t' the report. 

Work at tiic coke plants yesterday 
was conlineil to tbo same number run- 
ning on Wednenday. Very few attempts 
were made by the Stllluas tO drive the 
workmen out. 

The Fiiyitte county commissioners 
■ will iipiily ti) tlio courts to hold an extra 
tieb,si(in of court at once to try the 
btnkers on the various chiirgen iif,'aini>t 
them. This action is made necessary by 
the crowded CDndition of the jail. 150 
jirisoners beiiii; coiihued there. Tiiey 
are imt provided with jirovi^ioiis foi 
feeiliiiK and krepini; tiiat number. They 
are compelled to sleep on the floor, and 
their food HUpiily is very .short. 

A meetim; of strikers was held at 
Dnnbjtr ■ye>ter(lay evening, at wiiieh 
great weakiies.s was .shown, and at 10 
o'clock tliey disbanded. 

Itejiorts tihow that the strikers are dis- 
bandintr at every point and tlu men ap- 
pear comiiietely isvibdued. The aulhoi i- 
ties, however, will take no chaiie, s. aii'l 
armed guards are evi'rywhere. while 
citizens in every town in tlie rer^mn are 
walking around wit h guns and liilt siii 
antioiimtioii ot troiilile at any moineiit. 

A massmeetiiiL' oi strikers will bo held 
at .Scotidale on Saturtl.iy for the puriK)st' 
ot dec ding whether or not to d' clan; the 
Strike off. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Pr, si- 
dent Davis and (secretary Darby of the 
Mine \Vor-<er8 union are behind the 
bars, the lu wly elected jiresideiit, Mar- 
key, and other leaders claim that the 
strike is not broken. They my that 
while the strikers will do no more 
marching or raiding, organization is 
■till going on, and the men now out will 
remain out. Saturday's meeting, how- 
ever, will decide the matter.

Ho believed in her innocence aod bo- 
came so enthusiastio in bis attempt to 
have her pardoiied, that his action be- 
came offensive to some oitiiens of Wash- 
ington, who inlormed him that if he 
presisted in his efforts he would be sum- 
marily dealt with.

"Resolved, that in view of the present 
depressed iinanciul conditi ,n of the ])e - 
pie. the low price of aij;iii ultural and 
other products, the indebtf? Iness of ftie 
jieople and the increased value ol money 
the committee on the judiciary be direct- 
ed to prepare a Ull to reduce by 20 per 
cent all official incomes not protectc>d 
by the statates of the United Btates. 

The resolatioh was refeired in aooord- 
ance with its terms. 

At the request of Senator Hansbron^h 
of Iforth Dakota the senate took np the 
bill appropriating a million dollars f( <r 
the destruction of the Russian thistle.

Th ■ governor last night i.-sued a jiroc- 
lamntinn stating that: "\Vhere;is. tie- 
commanding general has iust informed 
me that the insiu j .its have disper.'te l 
and that peace and ordei are restored, 
and that the civil authorities are now 
able to uphold and enforce the law." 

He accordingly declares that in tho 
counties of Darlington and Florence 
there is no longer insurrecticn and the 
civil status is hereby restored.

BlBeno, O. T., Ajiril «. A courier 
just in from the locality of the liuhan 
trouble reports the fighting still in 
progress. The soldiers have be^ :i eu 
gaged, and at 6 o'clock Wednesday 
night 14 soldiers and settlers had been 
killed or wounded and 28 of the Indians 
known to l)e killed. 

The Indians are practically surround- 
ed on the Waslata river, but the bush- 
whacking continues. 

Each party is shooting at ejrery oppor- 
tunity. The sheriffs of G ana H coun- 
ties have organized and gone to the as 
distance of settlers. All the soldiers 
from Fort Reno are now in the field ex- 
cept three troops of cavalry. 

The courier is firom the sheriff of O 
county who. sendf for ammunition and 
assistance. His brother here has hastily 
organized a party aod left for the battle 
grotmd. 

The fighting has greatly alarmed the 

people and the most intense excitement 
prevails. Parties are hastily organizing 
and going to the fight and much alarm 
is expressed at the ntimber of soldiers 
who nave been killed. 

The malcontent Indians are gathering 
in bands of 50, and picking on smaller 
bands of whites unable to cope with 
them in battle. A party of 150 cowboys 
are said to be scouting the country in 
the vicinity of Begar Indian colony ami 

uttiug to death the Indians as fast u>

Ill tile ( iiiii d .states circuit court .Indue 
Heiiry ( ', t'aid.vell hand' d down hi; de- 
cision in the I'niou Pacific wa^re sched- 
ule contest. In the legal opinion, this 
declaiation of the court stands out most 
prominently: 

"A coriioration is organized capital: 
it is capital consisting of money and 
property. Organized labor is organised 
capital: it is capital consisting of brains 
and muscle. What it islawrnlfor one 
to do it is lawful for the other to do. 
It is lawful for the stockholders and 
officers of a corpbration to associate and 
confer together for the pnriK)se ot re- 
ducing the wages of its employes, or of 
devision of some other means of' making 
their investments profitable, it is e(iually 
lawful for oigauiMd labor to associate, 
consult and confer with a view to aiain- 
tain or increase wages.

illegal or criminal means are used or 
threatened.'' 

The courtroom was througe<1 with 
railroad men at the hour set for the ren- 
dering of the decision. There weiv tew 
prelimiuuriee betore Judge Caldwell be- 
gan the reading. As the opinion pro- 
ceeded the fares of the Union Pacific 
officials lengthened while those (if the 
employes grew roseate as they saw the 
dmt of the decision, and l«gan to real- 
ize what a remarkable victory was m 
store tor them. At its conclusion the 
silence became oppressive, tind. until 
Marshal White declared a recess, not a 
movement waw made on the jpiu't of the 
sp- ( tators to break the spell. It was a 
dramatic ending of what had beuu a 
most dram ite- case. 

The) e wa-i not a phrase, not even a " 
word, of le-,d verbiage about the im- 
portant diuiuneut. "for," Judge Cald- 
well deciarrl, "I wanted it to b ^ 8(j plain 
that even the lowliest man on the road 
could understand every word of it." 

When Judge Caldwell left the l>encli. 
the leauiug men of lK>th interests sh •■•k 
hands with the fearless jurist. Mr. \ n.- 
man thanking the court for its deci.sion. 

'•No thanks are nec sKary, iMr. Vro- 
man, " res] (jnde<l .Indge C'aidwell, 
"when a C' mt does its duty clearly 
without feaj or favor, it is not o ? rv- 
ing of any thanks. The path wiu- well 
blazed, all the court had to do w i.s to 
reiterate the princii)les laid down iroin 
the beginninK and that it has .-ought to 
do in its feeble way." 

Just iH'f ore court adjourned, .liidge 
Gantt of North Piatt. aU rney for tlie 
men, asked tlie court ti* ti.\ the eApense 
account ol the men in view of the fact 
that there was difference of opinion. 
Instantly. .Iiulge Caldwell resiionded: 
"You ought to l>e ashanie-d of yourselt 
to ask the court to partuipate in this 
matter. Don't come herewith the state- 
ment that yoii can not agree as to the 
e.Niieiisis." Then, turning to the room, 
"Is one of the recei\ers herer No. 
There is (ieiieral .Munagei i>ud<inson, 
you may arrange with bim as lo ex- 
penses wliii h will cover the co.->t ot aver- 
age liviiiLC in < )maha, whu h can be easily 
asc rtaiiiid.' (ieneral Manager l>ickin- 
Bon nodded his approval.

INCOME TAX. 
Senator Vooheee, in openiti}; the debate 
on the tariff bill, hud the fullowing to say 
in reference to the income tax clause : 

The proposition oontained in the pend- 
ing bill to l^vy a tax of 2 per cent on all 
net incomes of corporations and of in- 
dividnalfl in excess of $4,000 per annum 
is BO jnst and equitable towaid the hard 
working taxpayers of meager resources 
throughout the entire country, that no 
wold in its defense or explanation would 
seem necessary here or anywhere el«d; 

On all the wants and necessarieH f)f life 
tlH! man of wealth, with a heavy income, 
t)iiyH less ratf'H of tiirill'tax under existing 
laws than tiie laliorin>,' man or laborin)! 
woman whose wearing app:irel is of 
coarser material, and whose housotiold 
livinK is wiipplied with cheaper goods 
bearlnj? higher rates of duty. Ills bonds, 
his accumulated riches of all kinds, and 
all incomes arising from them, are 
exempt from all ( iovernment burdens, 
remaining not only undiminished an(j 
unmolested amidst darkened homes and 
flagrant distress, but growing ^U^V> 
stronger and more defifupt ' aklwf 
and the years p> by. 

In considering the income tax, tl 
most extraordinary atartllqg Uc\ w« 
discover is th« T«ry npall ^amlMr to 
whom it appliM. 

Th^Conmlnioner of Internal Revenue, 
in a recent oommwiieation to the Wiiys 
and Means OonmittM of the Ilonae. esti- 
mates the present population of the 
United States at not lets than 65^,000 
and the wealth of the country at |8B,000,- 
000.000, or an average of tl,000 per capita, 
if there was an eqoal diatributlon. His 
farther estimate, however, is that so 
great has been the condensation of capi- 
tal Into the ownership of a small and 
powerful class that the tax here imposed 
on incomes of over $4,000 will reach only 
about 85,000 individuals and corponUiaBS 
out of more than 65,000,0(X). 

These figures may well give the coun- 
try cause to i)auHe. They recall the 
worst days ot Home and ol other goverii- 
iiieiita, both ancient and modern, whose 
liberties w^re lost by the accumnlation 
and power of wealth in the hands of 
patrician ariatocradei.
